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Holiday care urged 


Upland Police Chief John A. Wessely is urging all citizens 
to increase their usual precautions during the holiday season, 

Crime statistics locally indicate significant increases in 
crimes against property during the month of December, 
according to Chief Wessely, Such crimes as burglary, 
robbery and theft will register increases of 10 to 15 per 
cent above normal during this period, he reports. 

The chief offered the following tips for homeowners to 
help prevent burglaries and thefts: 

- A residence which presents a lived-in appearance is 
a deterrent to burglars, 

- When going out at night, leave on one or more interior 
lights and, perhaps, a radio playing. Timers may be pur- 
chased that will turn lights on and off during absences, 

- Make certain windows and doors are secured before 
leaving, An open garage door advertises your absence 
and is an invitation for theft, 

- Be a good neighbor. Immediately report all strange 
or suspicious persons or vehicles in your neighborhood, 
Remember that most burglaries occur during the daytime 
or early evening when occupants are temporarily away 
from their residence, 

Chief Wessely also encouraged shoppers to lock their 
vehicles, even when leaving them for only a few minutes, 
He warned against leaving purchases in plain sight in the 
car. 

Businessmen are asked to demand proper identification 
before cashing checks to prevent the usual increase in bad 
checks during the holidays, 

Finally, the chief reminded motorists that extra care 
should be exercised in driving during the holidays due to 
increased traffic and pedestrians,

‘“‘secret’’ agree- 
Ontario and the 
Ontario National Golf Course 
over land jointly owned by the 
cities of Ontario and Upland was 
brought to light at Monday’s 
meeting of the Upland City Coun- 
cil. 

According to Elwin Alder, Up- 
land city manager, the land which 
is used for a ‘“‘sewage farm” 
for treated effluent from On- 
tario and Upland, is handled 
through a joint powers agree- 
ment between the two cities, The 
land lies just south of Ontario 
International Airport, 

In 1959, the cities agreed to 
lease 240 acres tothe golf course 
then Pacific Western Properties, 
if the course would continue to 
accept 16,000,000 gallons of 
treated effulent per day of sew- 
age for spreading. Alder said 
the land, including the course 
was adequate to handle the total 
Output of the sewage treatment 
plant which is also jointly owned 
by the two cities,

Battle rages over sewage 


The ‘‘take it or leave it’’ at- 


titude of the Chino Basin Mu- 
nicipal Water District on the 
subject of an interim sewer 
agreement resulted in a see- 
saw battle between the council 
and representatives of the 
CBMWD at Monday night’s coun- 
cil meeting. 


The council contends that the 
CBMWD has ‘‘beates us over the 
head and refused to communi- 
cate with us,’” The district keeps 
telling us to ‘‘sign or be left 
out,’” 


Kepresentatives of the CMWD, 
Roy Ferguson and Alex Tobin, 
said the council had for two years 
indulged in ‘‘footedragging’”’ and 
that ‘“‘time was running out’’, 
‘We don’t say that because we’ re 


in a hurry to push the agree- 
ment through, but we have to 
move immediately because of 


failure to meet standards.”’ 


[he debate, which as apparent- 
ly stretched over the past two 


years centers around the dis- 
posal and treatment of sewage 
in the West End communities 


of Chino, 
Upland, 


Ontario, Montclair and 


Monday’s debate concerned two 
irems, on an interim agreement 
which Ontario has approved, 


The second item is a plan for 
a regional sewer treatment sys- 
term handling the effluent from 
all four cities, 


Tobin is the elected repre- 
sentative on the CBMWD board 
whose district includes Upland, 
He told the council that cure 
rently, Upland’s effluent was be- 
ing treated by the Ontario plant, 
but that this plan ‘‘has reached 
capacity,’’ and the CBMWD was 
in a position to provide a “‘dis- 
trict-wide sewage treatment sys~ 
tem. 


Tobin asked for a joint ses- 
sion of a committee from the 
city council and the CBMWD 


board to “discuss your problem 
and our problem,”’ 

Upland Mayor George Gibson 
said the city has ‘‘no objection 
to CBMWD handling the work, 
but we would like to have some- 
thing to say, especially when 
taxes are levied in our area,”” 
Gibson emphasized that the city 
government ‘‘have representa~ 
tion in the negotiations,” 

‘The ‘somebody’ on the board 
that votes for this city is me,”” 
Tobin said, ‘The make-up of the 
water district is such that it 
is divided into five districts, 
Upland is in the district | was 
elected to represent, | believe 


you have direct representation 
on the board,”’ 
“We're not asking you to sign 


a contract for a sewer system, 
but to open channels of com- 
munication for this and other 
problems,” Tobin said, 


Gibson said Upland has acom- 
mittee comprised of Councilmen 
A.M. “‘Max’? Hawkins and Har- 
old Bailin who had asked to meet 
with two from the Ontario Coun- 
cil and two from the CBMWD 
Board, According to Bailin, and 
a letter produced by the Upiand 
City staff, the request had been 
refused, 

Tobin and Ferguson disclaimed 
knowledge of the request, 

Bailin said he was ‘‘delighted”’ 
with Tobin’s request for a meet-~ 
ing between council representa- 
tives and the CBMWD board and 
other city groups. ‘‘I think we 
ought to accept” he said, 

Ferguson said the “problems 
is upon us”’ referring to the capa- 
city of the Ontario plant, He said 
the CBMWD would “love to in- 
clude Upland, but time is running 
out,” 

Councilman Ronald Rossiter 
said he was “‘shocked’’ at the 
manner in which all this was 
being conducted and the speed 
with which it was being accomp- 
lished, 

**as long as I am on the coun- 


cil, I will do all in my power 
to assure the best possible deal 
for our people, It should be @ 
regional system and the city

Rossiter asked if the voter 
district would ‘‘proceed unilater~ 
ally’” if the city is given 30 days

Ferguson said again, ‘‘we are

Expansion plans okayed 


UPLAND - Expansion 
plans of San Antonio Com- 
munity Hospital received 
unanimous approval Wed- 
nesday, Dec, 16, from the 
Health Facilities Com- 
mittee of the San Bere 
nardino County Compre- 
hensive Health Planning 
Council, 

Approval came after a 
public hearing on the hos- 
pital’s request to expand 
by adding 29 medical- 
Surgical beds on a planned 
third floor, 

The addition will in- 
clude a fourth floor that 
will be shelled~in for fu- 
ture development, 

Initial expansion con+ 
Stitutes the first phase of 
a 184-bed program, esti- 
mated at $7,400,000 which 
will ultimately increase 
the licensed bed capacity 
to 464 by 1980, 

J. Awdry Armstrong, 
president of the board of 
trustees, introduced Har- 
old Zenz, chairman ofthe 
long-range planning and 
development committee of 
the hospital, who des- 
cribed the hospital’s full 
range of services and 
need for additional beda, 

Kobert Brichfield, hos- 
pital consultant from A,T, 
Kearney and Company, 


Inc,, Chicago, presented 


a series of slides, de- 
fining the area served by 
the hospital and the ori-+ 
gin of its patients, 

It Was noted that 449 
of the hospital’s in-pa- 
tients come from Ontario, 
23% from Upland, 109 
from Cucamonga~-Alta 
Loma-lLtiwanda, 89, from 
Montclair, with the rest 
from Chino, Pomona and 
other areas, 

Also described waa the 
role of San Antonio Com- 
munity Hospital in pro- 
Viding the only physician- 
staffed, 24-hour emer- 
gency service in the Weat 
End, A recent study de- 
termined that 309 of the 
emergency patients are 
from Ontario, 21% from 
Upland, 12%, from Cuca- 
monga=Alta Loma-Et- 
wanda, 79, from Montclair 
54%, from Chino, and 219 
from other cities, 

In explaining the sig- 
nificant proportion of 
emergency patients from 
Outside the area, the free- 


way systems were mene 
tioned as a contributing 
factor, 


Seventy-five percent of 


the physicians on the 
medical staff are located 
in the Upland=~Ontario 


area, In addition toemer- 
gency care, the other ma- 





jor hospital services were 
described, including 
medical, surgical, pedia- 
tric, maternity and pay~ 
chiatric care, home care 
coordination, cobalt ther+ 
apy, isotopes and nuclear 
scanning, respiratory 
therapy, physical thera- 
Py, electroencephalog- 
raphy and electromyog- 
raphy, coronary and in- 
tensive care, and a den« 
tal center for indigent 
children, 

Mayor Robert McLeod, 
of Chino spoke tn support 
of the hospital’s expan- 
sion, but indicated a sep- 
arate need for hospital 
service, particularly 
emergency care, in the 
Chino area, 

A resolution from the 
Upland City Council, 
passed at its Dec, 7 meet- 
ing, Was read into the 
record supporting the im- 
mediate implementation 
of the proposed expansion 
which will bring the hoa- 
pital’s total licensed ca- 
pacity to 309 beda, 

Architects for the 29

New fee schedule 
for state parks 


The State Parks and 
Recreation Commission 
at its recent meeting re- 
commended that the new 
fee schedule proposed by 
Director William Penn 
Mott Jr. be adopted for 
the State Park System. 

Mott cited increasing 
park operation costs as 
the reason for the change 
and explained that the 
general fee increase will 
help maintain his depart- 
ment’s historical position 
of recovering approxi- 
mately one-third of its 
operating expenses from 
the collection of fees, 

The new fee schedule, 
which will go into effect 
January 1, 1971,is as fol- 
lows:

--Hookup for trailers 
and campers, $4 per 
campsite per night.

Here is a ‘rogues’ gal- 
lery;; of Santa’s aliases 
around the world; 


Saint Nicholas, In the 
4th century he was mod- 
eled after the original 
St., St. Nicholas who liv- 
ed in Turkey and whose 
deeds of courage and 
kindness earned him the 
title of patron saint of 
children, The legend of 
the good saint as a gift- 


giver was later spread to 
Russia, Scandinavia, Hol- 
land, Belgium and Germ- 
any, 

The Abbot of Unreason, 
In the Middle Ages, the 
gift-giver became an of- 
ficer who directed the 
festivities of the holiday 
season, Dubbed the Ab- 
bot of Unreason by the 
Scots, and the Lord of 
Misrule, he held office 


from Christmas till Jan- 
uary 6, and his word was 


law, Either elected or 
appointed, he ruled over 
holiday activities in royal 
households, cottages, and 
inns, The English called 
him King of the Bean, and 
to the French he was the 
Boy Bishop, 
Christkindlein, InGer- 
many during the 15th cen- 
tury, Martin Luther, a 
religious leader who also 
invented a lot of new Ger- 
man words, substituted 
Christkindlein or the 
Christ Child, for St, Nic- 
holas as the bearer of 
gifts. He wanted to make 


the act of giving gifts a 
symbol of the Wise Men’s 
visit to Bethlehem bring- 
ing gold, frankincense and 
myrrh, So the Christ 
Child came secretly to 
German homes onthe Eve 
of Christmas, 

Kris Kringle, In the 
loth century, a German 
colony settled in Penns- 
ylvania, and again Santa’s 
name changed! The set- 
tlers had brought the 
Christkindlein with them, 
Dut somehow it yottrans- 
formed into Kris Kringle, 


santa, himself! The 
Dutch nicknames &,Nich- 
olas “Santa Claus” for 
short, but his image as a 
fat little man with rosy 
cheeks and white beard 
comes down to us from a 
poem written in 1522 by 


Dr, Clement C, Moore, an 
\merican minister, Dr, 
Moore based the poem on 
a colorful old Dutchman 
he had once met, and 
named it “‘The Night Be- 
fore Christmas,”’ He re- 
Cited it to his children, 
who were delighted, Then 
he threw it away, A lady 
visitor rescued it from 
the waste basket and had 
it published in the Troy 
sentinel, It has become 
a literary classic and now 
almost every American 
child knows what goes on 
when Santa comes on 
Christmas Eve, 


Julenissen, That’s 
what the Norwegians call 
him, and he works over- 
time in the land of the 
Fjords, He brings gifts 
to good kids (only) before 
they go to bed on Christ- 


mas Eve, not after, and 
in the week between 
Christmas and New
